Unusual poplars 

A grove of poplars with 
trunks of unusual shape has 
been discovered by a group of 
glaciologists studying glaciers In 
lha Pamlr-Altal, In the Central 
Aslan Union Republic of Kirghi- 
zia. 

Silvery poplars stand as If 
frozen In a fantastic dance on 
the banks ol lhe Saun-Dzhallu 
River, their trunks spun Into 
light spirals.

The glaciologists es- 
tablished the direction Irom 
which the sun comes to the 
canyon and the amount of time 
It stays there. They found lhat 
It moves across the canyon in an 
arc-like shape, after which the 
grove remains In lha shade of 
steep cliffs.
